WHY BLAME US? 
By Jay Dee Evans 


We coin collectors, whose primary objective is to provide relaxation, education and 
enjoyment from our hobby have been accused of the crime, ''The Coin Shortage." 


This accusation we resent! There are many reasons, among which just a few are: | 
increase in population, the increase of coin-operated machines, parking meters and the — 
increased interest in numismatics or just plain coin collecting. 


We will admit we are particially to blame and we should do something about it besides 
complaining. Most collectors have ''dead-wood" coins that could be put into circulation. 
The amateur, who has put a few coins aside in a jar, box or dresser drawer, thinks 
these coins are of great value. Possibly through education of our hobby these amateurs 
can be encouraged to cull out the coins of little or no value and put some of the coins 
back into circulation. 


Our hobby has taken tremendous strides in the past years. But we cannot rest on our 
laurels. Many of our freedoms have been taken from us by special interest groups who 
are blaming the coin shortage on us to further their own cause. 


Now with the new ''clad" coinage being released by the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, it is speculated that hoarding of these coins will be prevalent among the amateur 
as well as the coin collector. This situation could happen unless the treasury gets some 
responsible co-operation from we coin collectors, as we have a better understanding of 
coin affairs than the amateur... so let's all be patriotic and co-operate with the Treas- 
ury Department. Possibly then we won't have to ask ourselves ... WHY BLAME US?

He also has 
written numerous magazine articles for the nationally distributed coin-hobby periodicals, and 
recently received the first award from the American Numismatic Association for outstanding 
articles appearing in the Numismatist during 1964.

The 1972 Convention host is the membership of the Keokuk Coin Club. The 
exhibit competition is being directed by Mr. Wilfred Spring and Greg Ruhs, who 
were appointed as Exhibit Co-Chairman for the convention, during the initial 
meeting of the Keokuk Coin Club Convention Committee held in December 1971. 

The Exhibit Rules Sheets were drawn up in February of 1972; and presented 
before the |.N.A. Board of Directors, for their approval, at a meeting held in 
Boone, lowa at that time. Upon approval, it was announced through various 
channels; including the April 1972 issue of the |.N.A. Bulletin (The lowa 
Collector) that copies of the Rules were available upon request, to anyone. 
Distribution of the rules and application sheets were made to Coin Clubs and 
individuals throughout the area, beginning in April 1972 by mail and other 
methods. 

No entry fee is charged; with entry being open to any one making application, 
and is not limited to members of the lowa Numismatic Association..

3. U.S. Copper or Bronze Coins 

4. U.S. Paper Money 

5. Foreign (Coins and/or Paper Money) 

6. Medals and/or Tokens 

7. Miscellaneous (Specialized; or non-classifiable in the other 
categories) 

Junior (All entries by those under 19 years of age) 

The Judges for the competitive exhibits; of which a minimum of three are 
required; are persons knowledgeable in the field of Numismatics. Our Judges 
for the Keokuk Convention are: Dr. John Davenport, Mr. James Budd, Mr. 

Billy Lamb, and Mr. Oliver Horton. 

The exhibit entries in each category are graded by each Judge; for 
educational value and showmanship; plus relative completeness, condition 
and rarity of the material in the entry. Judging will take place between 12:30 
P.M. and 3:00 P.M. on Saturday afternoon. The results will be announced at 
the awards Banquet Breakfast scheduled for 8:30 A.M. on Sunday; after 
which the awards will be placed on the respective displays, to remain until 
show closing time. Judging results will also be posted in the exhibit area 
Sunday A.M., for review by those interested... First, Second, and Third place 
awards are given in each of the 8 Classifications; plus a Best-of-Show prize 
is awarded to the individual entry receiving the highest total judging points. 

No monetary recompense is involved for any of the exhibitors, or for the 
Judges and other Officials. Their efforts and time are expended/donated 
toward furthering the interest in Numismatics; as a hobby for others to enjoy. 
The officers and members of both the the lowa Numismatic Association and 
the Keokuk Coin Club, extend a ‘‘thank you’’ to the Exhibitors and Judges 
for their contribution to the success of the 1972 Convention Show.
